A Television Film Library is being operated by the United States 
Department of Agriculture as a service to television stations and 
in the interest of promoting a better agriculture in the United 
States. The central distributing point is Washington, D. C. , al- 
though field offices of a few agencies are assisting by circulating 
films relating directly to their functions. 

This catalog lists the motion pictures, all in 16mm width, of pop- 
ular and specialized interest that are now in this library and are 
available for television showings. Additional films will be added 
from time to time as new films are produced and prints are avail- 
able for TV use. Regulations regarding the showing of U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture films on television and instructions for 
ordering them are given on the following pages. 

For all films listed herein, as well as those subsequently cleared 
for telecast, there are clearance forms which indicate the musi- 
cal selections used.

Requests should indicate the date on which the film is desired for 
showing or, if advance previewing is desired, the exact period of 
loan that is necessary. The number of prints of each film is lim- 
ited and prints are seldom available for retention for showing at 
some undetermined date in the future. 

There is no charge made for the use of the films. Shipments made 
from Washington are sent by prepaid parcel post. Films must be 
returned immediately after the scheduled showing by prepaid parcel 
post or express. 

The films in the catalog having the symbol (FS) after the title are 
also available from regional offices of the U.S. Forest Service. 
If it is more convenient for the station, requests for these films 
may be made to the office in the listing on pages 2 and 3 serving 
your state.

Introduces methods and techniques to locate herds containing in- 
fected animals.

A visit to the farms of three mid -American farmers to look, to 
listen and to learn about them. Their comments are frank and to 
the point; what they say is pertinent and important to America's 
economic facts of life. (1962) 

COMPASS FOR AGRICULTURE, A (21 1/2 min., color) 
Describes the origin of crop reporting in American Agriculture, 
the work of the Crop Reporting Service of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, and the value of this information to farmers.

Portrays sound land preparation techniques, planting and picking 
practices, and some of the problems of storage, particularly the 
insect menace. (1953)

Improved farming methods and varieties of the cotton fiber; re- 
veals the versatility and adaptability of this increasing desirable 
and economical product. (1959) 

CULL FOR PROFIT (9 min. , color) 

Shows the times when it is economical and convenient to cull low- 
producing poultry birds and describes the physical characteristics 
to look for in determining which birds to unload and which ones to 
keep. (1951) 

DAYS OF A TREE (28 min. , b/w or color) 

Story of a boy and his father on a fishing trip who find the once- 
clear streams now a mass of charred debris, laid waste by re- 
peated forest fires through the years. Father conducts a demon- 
stration for his son to show the effects of fire and water upon the 
soil. Together they visit a State Forest Service Station and learn 
of the fire prevention and control measures of State, private, and 
Federal conservation agencies. (FS) (1956) 

DON'T LET IT HAPPEN (10 1/2 min. , b/w) 
A documentary record of the Maine forest fire of 1947, Shows 
how the fire started, spread, and destroyed farms, villages, and 
forest before it was brought under control. Emphasizes the need 
for forest fire prevention and fire control measures. (FS) (1950) 

DUST IS DYING, THE (13 1/2 min. , b/w or color) 
Shows how farmers and ranchers of the Great Plains are prepar- 
ing as never before to prevent disaster when the next, inevitable 
drought comes. (1961) 

EASIER WAYS OF LOGGING (25 1/2 min. , color) 

Designed to encourage safety and economy in logging, shows how 

woods work can be made more efficient and easier. (FS) (1952) 

EASTERN WHITE PINE (19 1/4 min. , color) 

Explains significance of blister rust and pine weevil control pro- 
grams. Shows values that follow good management practices and 
control of pests, so important in the forest economy of eastern 
communities. (FS) (i960) 

EXTRA FOREST DOLLARS (13 1/2 min. , b/w or color) 
Portrays the National Forests as sources of products not usually 
linked with the Forest, such as stuffing for furniture, candy, cas- 
cara. (FS) (1952) 
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FALLOUT AND AGRICULTURE (23 3/4 min. , color) 
Provides information on radioactive fallout; resulting in exposure 
of radiation to man, animals and the contamination of agriculture 
commodities. Discusses and illustrates means of protection 
against radiation, minimizing the contamination of soil, crops and 
other foods.

min. , color) 

The story of the U. S. veterinarian and his role in safeguarding 
the health of America's meat and poultry supply, (i960)

Shows how fuel, weather, and slope effect the behavior of forest 
fires. (FS). (1951) 

FOOD AND SOIL (11 min. , color) 

Highlights of soil conservation with emphasis upon the relation- 
ship between productive soil and food supply. (1945) 

FOREIGN MARKETING NEWSREEL (13 1/2 min. , color) 
A trip around the world for a colorful, lively look at American 
agricultural products on the move. You'll see how and why our 
farm products are finding large markets and making big news in 
the competitive world of the 1960 f s. (1962) 

FOREST IN A MUSEUM (10 3/4 min. , color) 
Tells the story of Multiple use by taking a tour of the "Beaver 
National Forest" exposition at Ghost Ranch Museum in New 
Mexico. Ideal for school children. (FS) (1962) 

FOREST, THE (28 min. , b/w or color) 

Relates the multiple use benefits to be obtained from our National 
Forests. Shows how water is conserved; how timber grows, is 
harvested and replenished; how range and wildlife flourishes; and 
how mankind may enjoy the natural beauty and healthful recreation 
available.

FOREST SERVICE ENGINEER, THE (24 1/4 min. , b/w or color) 
The story of the Forest Service engineers --men who share with 
forest rangers the responsibility of managing, protecting, and 
developing the resources of the National Forests. (FS) (1959) 

FRIENDLY WATERS (6 3/4 min. , b/w or color) 

Shows the 1957 Southwestern floods and how land treatment, flood 

water and retarding dams, operate to prevent flood damages.

FROM THE GROUND UP (13 min. , b/w or color) 
Story of the soil surveyor and the work he does in studying and 
mapping farm soils. Explains the importance of productive soil 
to the populations of the world, and shows how the soil conserva- 
tionist uses the information gained on a soil survey to help a 
farmer develop his conservation farm plan. (1955) 
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FROM THE RIDGE TO THE RIVER (26 min. , color) 
Explains the land treatment and work on water courses and how 
they are integrated to provide a watershed protection program as 
security against floods* (1955) 

GOOD EGG, THE (6 1/2 min., b/w) 

A magic show, in which the magician is narrator, furnishes the 
device by which the maximum number of attractive ways of pre- 
paring eggs is presented in the shortest time. Animation and live 
action show the nutritive value of eggs, basic egg dishes, and 
ways in which eggs are combined with other foods. (Produced in 
cooperation with the Poultry and Egg National Board). (1955) 

GRASS: THE BIG STORY (29 1/2 min. , color) 

The story of a crop that is indispensable. Shows how poor, unprof- 
itable and worn out land can be turned into rich, and profitable 
crop and grazing lands by use of modern agricultural science. 



GRASSHOPPERS CAN BE CONTROLLED (21 1/2 min. , color) 
Demonstrates how to control grasshoppers through individual and 
community action in spraying infested areas. Describes condi- 
tions that are good and bad for egg laying and multiplying, and 
explains how serious outbreaks may develop. (1955) 

GREATEST GOOD, THE (10 3/4 min. , b/w or color) 
Reviews the life and ideas of Gifford Pinchot, conservationist and 
forester; the development of conservation principles; and their 
influence on forest management. (FS) (1950) 

GYPSY MOTH, THE (22 min. , color) 

Gypsy Moths have threatened North American forest region since 
1869. This story tells how Federal-State activity has limited this 
pest to the North East area, (i960) 

HELICOPTERS IN FIRE CONTROL (13 min. , color) 
A training film showing the various ways the small helicopter 
has proved valuable and how its use r^ust be wisely managed by 
trained personnel and coordinated with other air and ground 
equipment. (FS) (i960) 

HERITAGE RESTORED (14 min. , color) 

The dramatic story of the effects of early use and abuse of forest 
lands in the eastern United States; and how research, manage- 
ment and cooperation between the States and the Federal Govern- 
ment has made this area productive once again. (FS) (1962) 

HIDDEN MENACE (23 min. , color) 

A graphic story of the menace of pests and diseases transported 
from foreign shores to the United States. (1958)

HORSE SENSE (23 min. , b/w or color) 

A training film designed for new Forest Service employees whose 
work puts them in the saddle; safe handling and proper care of 
horses are stressed. (FS) (1953) 

IMPORTED FIRE ANT, THE (13 1/4 min. , color) 
Dramatic photomicrography and animation combine to tell the 
serious story of the imported fire ant. Shows underground honey- 
comb of chambers inside an ant colony, where ants lay eggs and 
develop into larvae and pupae, and reveals the four major adult 
forms of the insect. (1959) 

IT'S CARVING TIME (4 3/4 min. , b/w or color) 
Introduces "side carving, 11 showing step-by-step this new and 
easy way of carving a roast turkey; the bird is turned on its side, 
the wing and leg removed, and the meat sliced and arranged on a 
serving dish. (1956) 

IT'S NO PICNIC (28 min. , b/w or color) 

Dramatized story of a family picnic and of father's failure to take 
one precaution- -that of stamping out his pipe ashes. Volunteer 
fire fighters bring the fire under control and father, apprehended 
by the fire warden, is fined for his carelessness. (FS) (1948) 

IT'S THE FARMERS' BUSINESS (14 min. , color) 

A look at farmer cooperatives showing how farmers apply business 
methods to marketing and purchasing which benefit the entire 
community. (1962) 

JAPANESE BEETLE, THE (13 min., color) 

Tells the story of this insect ravager and methods of control; his 
life cycle and habits, control programs, quarantine regulations. 
Will be helpful to farmer and gardener. (1957) 

KNOW THE EGGS YOU BUY (4 min. , b/w) 

Shows the candling, sorting and labeling of eggs; the meaning of 
grade lables; and the uses for different grades of eggs. (1954) 

LAND CHANGES, THE (13 1/2 min. , color) 

A story of how wornout land, practically worthless, was improved 
by reforestation, protection and proper management became a 
real asset to the local community. (FS) (1957) 

LITTLE SMOKE Y (13 min. , b/w or color) 

Documents the career of Smokey, the fire preventin 1 bear, from 
a cub found clinging to a burned tree in the Capitan Mts. of New 
Mexico to the Washington Zoo. Smokey is the living symbol of the 
need for applying fire prevention measures on ail forests. Nar- 
rated by Hopalong Casidy. (FS) (1953) 

LONGER LIFE FOR WOOD (17 min. , b/w or color) 

Designed to show the average user the economic advantages of 

using treated wood in places where decay is likely to occur.

LOOK AT SOVIET AGRICULTURE, A (18 min. , color) 
Report of a visit to Russia by USDA delegates, showing farms, 
research stations and other agricultural enterprises in ten 
major farming regions, including the Crimea, Ukraine, Usbekis- 
tan, West Siberia, and the northwest region near Leningrad. 
(1959) 

MARKET CATTLE TESTING FOR BRUCELLOSIS (11 min. color) 
A description of the Market Cattle Testing program for brucel- 
losis disease in the language of the cattleman. Photographed on 
the colorful range lands of eastern Wyoming. (1962) 

MARKETING FARM PRODUCTS ABROAD (17 min. , color) 
Shows U. S. Agricultural attaches promoting and increasing the 
use of American farm products abroad. (1957) 

MARKETING RESEARCH PAYS OFF (12 1/2 min. , color) 
Improved marketing methods for farm products provides a better 
living for Americans. (1959) 

MEN, WOMEN AND CHILDREN (27 1/4 min. , b/w or color) 
Portrays a group of young school boys (Smokey Bear's Junior 
Forest Rangers) determined to do something about the loss of a 
school forest through fire. Shows how everyday unsafe habits of 
people can cause forest fires through negligence and thoughtless- 
ness, pointing out that they "didn't mean to start a forest fire. " 
Emphasizes the safe habits in the forest. (FS) (1954) 

MIRACLES FROM AGRICULTURE (13 1/2 min. , b/w or color) 
The story of high-quality foods --the result of efficient production 
and marketing; of farm products with new qualities for consumer 
and industry. Emphasizes the role of research and agricultural 
services from farm to market to home, (i960) 

MODERNIZING MARKETING FACILITIES (27 min. , b/w) 
Explains the operations of large perishable markets and how a 
typical city may solve the problem of adequate wholesale food 
markets. Shows both good and poor marketing facilities and 
methods of handling perishable farm products. (1955) 

NEW ALASKA, THE (27 1/4 min. , b/w or color) 
Shows how the National Forests of Alaska through timber, water, 
recreation and wildlife, and the multiple-use management of 
these resources contribute to the expanding economy of our 49th 
State. (FS) (i960) 

NEW USES FOR FARM PRODUCTS (20 min. , b/w) 
A review of reports on instant mashed potatoes, improved cotton 
fabrics, starch research, better plastics and other new uses for 
farm products. (1959)

wonders of our land through advances of science and technology.
